about the situation. We were urg- 
ed to call out the National: Guard, 
to order wholesale arrests, to dep- 
utize citizens and arm them with 
axe handles and shot guns. 

Around 6:30 p.m. we checked 
Main street.

Perhaps 200 of the motor- 
cycle clan, including some women 
and children, were becoming bois- 
terous; some were crowding out 
into the street molesting motor- 
ists and pedestrians; a hundred or 
more motorcycles were parked on 
the east side of Main. 

We returned to the police sta-' 
tion. Torigian and Searle were 
handling things there, Porrazzo 
joined them. There was still no 
violence, or no real reason to make. 
arrests. It was a case of waiting 
as the situtaion developed. De- 
cision was: made to close Murry 


Pa out 8:00 p.m. radio word 
came that the motorcycle group 
wag pulling out, heading east. It 
was possible they would stay out 
of town. But a few minutes later 
a fight and accident was reported 
in a club at the city line in Doyle 
Colony and an ambulance was re- 
quested. It was also reported that 
the clan was moving back into 
town. 

Decision was made at this point 
to force the motorcycle group out 
of town. Torigian put the mutual

They said a study of today’s 
Plantings and the probable future 
plantings and yields on San Joa- 
quin valley land suitable for cit- 
rus indicates an increase in Navel 
orange production from a project- 
ed normal 1963 crop of 13,997,000 
boxes to 24,932,000 in 1972. At 
the same time Valencia produc- 
tion should increase from 5,372,- 
~ 000 boxes to 13,295,000 they said. 

“In District 12, from Terra Bel- 
la south to the Kern river, in 
southern Tulare county and Kern 
county, we will probably see a 
doubling of navel plantings and a

“Most of the expansion up to 
1972 will come from increased 
acreage. After that production 
will continue to grow from in- 
creasing yields.” 

Siebert, who said the study has 
been based on the history of or- 
ange plantings in central Califor- 
nia and industry estimates for the 
future, also states that just about 
all of the areas adapted to citrus 
have been partly planted. He es- 
timated that 75,000 acres now 
planted make up about three 
fourths of the potential citrus 
acreage in the San Joaquin’ Val- 
ley counties. : 

By 1972, he said, practically all 
acreage that can successfully be 
planted to citrus will be in, a 
total probably of around 100,000 
acres. 

While some of the new citrus 
plantings are going in on unde- 
veloped land, the University econ- 
omists say, most of the new groves 
are replacing field crops and ir- 
rigated pastures. 

Dr. Thor added the precaution- 
ary note that the projections of 
new citrus acreage and production 
suggest some problems; total pro- 
duction may increase more rapid- 
ly than demand. 

He said the citrus acreage and 
production estimates are part of 
a larger University study to de- 
velop for the citrus industry in 
the Central California ideal com- 
binations, sizes, and work meth- 
ods for packing houses to provide

Live- 
stock and poultry and their relat- 
ed products accounted for about 
40 percent of California’s cash in- 
come from Agriculture in 1962. 
Nationally, the State ranks sec- 
ond to Iowa in income from live- 
stock and poultry. The increase 
in cash receipts for 1962 was due 
to larger marketings of cattle, 
hogs, chickens, eggs, dairy prod- 
ucts, honey and beeswax. High- 
er prices were received for cattle, 
sheep, turkeys, and wood, but pric- 
es from hogs, milk, and eggs were 
lower. 

Record Cattle Inventory 
In 1962 

A 10 percent increase over a 
year ago in the number of cattle 
on farms and ranches in Califor- 
nia established a record inventory 
of 4,663,000 head on January 1, 
1963. Beef cattle accounted for 
68 percent of the record number, 
while dairy cattle represented 32 
percent of the total. 
in cattle numbers resulted entire- 
ly from a 16 percent build up in 
the beef cattle inventory. Dairy 
cattle numbers were slightly less 
than a year earlier. A substan- 
tial part of the gain in beef cat- 
tle was due to a larger number 
of cattle on feed in the State’s 605 
feedlots on January 1. There were 
1.8 million head of cattle market- 
ed for slaughter out of California 
feedlots during 1962, 7 percent 
above the 1961 figure. Market- 
ings from feedlots in California 
accounted for 68 percent of the 
State’s total cattle marketings. 
Cattle and calf slaughter totaled 
nearly 3 million head and was 
virtually unchanged from the two 
preceding years. Inshipments of 
cattle and calves during the year 
totaled slightly less than 2.3 mil- 
lion head, with stockers and feed-

total. This is a new record for 
cattle inshipments to California. 
Milk Production Per Cow 
Highest in Nation 

Although the number of dairy 
cows in the State remained the 
same as last year, increased pro- 
duction per cow was sufficient to 
set a record output of ‘8.32 billion 
pounds of milk in 1962. The larg- 
er production pushed cash receipts 
to nearly 400 million dollars, or 
30 percent of the total cash re- 
ceipts for all livestock and poul- 
try. California dairy herds con- 
tinued to be the highest produc- 
ing herds in the Nation. During 
1962, California’s dairy herds pro- 
duced an average of 10,330 pounds 
of milk per cow, 2,960 pounds 
above the annual average for the 
Nation, and 930 pounds per cow 
above Arizona, the second rank- 
ing State. 

Sheep Situation Improved 
In 1962 


Range conditions and market 
prices improved considerably dur- 
ing 1962 compared to a year earli- 
er, enabling sheep producers to 
realize a better return for their 
efforts. Three consecutive years 
of low profit margin, however, 
have taken their toll as evidenced 
by a further reduction in the num- 
ber of stock sheep on hand dur- 
ing 1962. Stock sheep numbers 
on January 1, 1963 were 7 per- 
cent below last year, but the num- 
ber of sheep on feed increased 22 
percent. The result was an over- 
all 3 percent decrease in total 
sheep numbers on January 1, 1963 
compared with a year earlier. 
Wool production declined 9 per- 
cent from a year ago, but sheep- 
men received higher prices for 
their clip. Better returns for 
sheep, lambs and wool in 1962 
improved the outlook for the sheep 
industry. 

Downward Trend In 


Hog Production Continues 
For the eighth consecutive year 


there were fewer hogs on Califor- 
‘nia farms than the previous year. 
On January 1, 1963 the inventory 
was estimated at 305,000 head, 9 
percent less than were reported 
on the same date a year earlier. 
Current indications are for fewer 
sows to farrow in the spring of 
1963 than farrowed during the 
same period a year ago. There

LEARN TO PLAY GOLF 


Training Class . 
At College Bhs 

PORTERVILLE, Sept. 5—— A> 
special program for the training 
of nurses’ aides, conducted in co- 
operation with the California State 
Department of Employment, will 
begin at Porterville College dur- 
ing the fall semester. 

Students, to be selected from 
women applicants over 18 years of 
age and otherwise qualified, will 
receive 150 hours of class and 
clinical training over a five-week 
period which will prepare them 
for nurses’ aide positions in a sal- 
ary range of $200-295 per month. 

The program will be conducted 
under provisions of the federal 
Manpower Development and Train- 
ing Act, and special emphasis will 
be given toward of the training of 
some persons who are now on pub- 
lic welfare rolls. As nurses’ aides, 
they will be qualified to assist pro- 
fessional nursing staff members by 
performing routine or less skilled 
tasks in the care of patients. 

Students for the local classes 
will be screened and selected by 
the local department of employ- 
ment office, and the college will 
provide instruction and class phys- 
ical facilities. Hospitals in Tu- 
lare and Kings counties will co- 
operate in providing clinical ex- 
perience for the students, and in 
giving them final screenings for 
employment purposes. 

The program still is in the plan- 
ning stage, and more definite in- 
formation will be released later, 
according to O. H. Shires, college 
director.

Poultry, Egg Production 
At High Levels 

A record 30.8 million layers 
‘were in production on California 
farms, during 1962, up 11 per- 
cent from the preceding year. This 
resulted in a corresponding in- 
crease of 11 percent in egg pro- 
duction, bringing total 1962 
chicken egg output to a record 
level of 6.9 billion eggs. Egg pric- 
es in 1962 dropped to their lowest 
level since 1941, although total 
cash receipts were still the high- 
est since 1953. <A record crop of 
18 million turkeys was raised in 
1962, 1 percent larger than a 
year earlier. Growers produced 
60.4 million commercial broilers 
in 1962, down 4 percent from the 
preceding year. Total cash farm 
receipts from poultry in 1962 to- 
taled 289.4 million dollars, up 3 
percent from 1961, and the high- 
est since 1953.
